The manifold changes wrought by 
the war. hav^ .not.spared^ij^luoi- 
versity student. One of ' thit new 
difficulties faced by students at 
McGill is the bcreasing scarcity of 
suitable lodgings, in the university 
area. This condition became acute 
during the past session with the 
closing of the United Theological 
College and Strathcona Hall. Each 
individual met the situation as best 
he ' could; and last fall students 
tramped many miles of pavement 
in search of rooms. . 

The feasibility of. solving the 
housing problem by group action 
was discussed during the 1940-41 
session by a few far-sighted stu- 
dents; but apparently the time for 
action had not yet arrived. How- 
ever, during the past session,^: in- 
spired by the example oitlsuèêéssful 
co-operative residences in other 
Canadian universities, a group of 
McGill students undertook to study 
the possibility of establishing such 
a residence here. 

'The success of a^eo^p^di^ends 
very much on the enthusiastic :^sup- 
port of every member. Organizers 
of the University Co-operative Res- 
idence arc stressing this point 
Prospective members are warned 
that they must care enough about 
the co-operative idea to be willing 
to do more than their part 

Inquiries regarding the Univer- 
sity Co-operative Residence may 
be directed to Ed Lute, PL.

It seems likely that a co-opera- 
tive residence will make Ha appear- 
ance at McGill. A group of stu- 
dents and alumni has been organ- 
ized under the sponsorship of the 
McGill S.C.M., and is presently 
making application for incorpora- 
tion under the Quebec Co-operative 
Syndicates Act This group will 
operate under the name "Univer- 
sity Oo-operatlve Residence."

Enlistments 
Reach_500 

Figures Climb 
ÂS McGill Men 
Join This Year 

Tht most recent estimate of the 
number of McGill graduates and 
past students who have enlisted in 
the armed' forces since the out- 
break of the war reaches a figure 
between four and five hundred. 
Adding this number to that of the 
other graduates and former stu- 
dents who were already in the ser- 
vices at that time, one reaches a 
total of from 1600 to 1700 students 
and graduates of the University now 
on active service. These figures 
have been compiled from reports 
of the various faculties of the Uni- 
versity and from the report of the 
Graduates' Society. Ihe Informa- 
tion is not complete, because 
neither the Graduates' Society nor 
the University authorities have 
been able to obtain the names of all 
those who have enlisted in the post 
three years, and the figures isemed 
by the Unimrity represent a mini- 
mum ponlbîë^ total. 

Since 1939, 376 undergraduates 
are known to have joined one or 
another of Ihe branches of the 
armed forces. It has been reported 
by the Faculty of Arts and Science 
that 170 students have enlisted. 
From' the Faculty of Engineering, 
68 graduates of the past three years 
are now in the armed forces, and 
25 members: <rf^ttwj;aculty.of Law, 
InHudlnT*l6 ~ Un^graduatra • and^^ 
graduates have also enlisted. 

Postgraduate students known by 
thehr faculty tç have enlisted toUl 
32. It has been learned from the 
Faculty of Dentistry that 3 under- 
graduates have enlisted in the Air 
Force, and that 14 graduates of the 
past three years have entered the 
Canadian Dental Corps. Enllrt- 
ment among members of the Facul- 
ty of Medioine has been discour- 
aged, rather than encouraged by 
the University, because word was 
received from government sources 
that medical students were expect- 
ed to remain at their étudies and 
finish their courses. It has been 
reported, however, that 4 undergra- 
duates have Joined up, and approxi- 
mately 60 of the classes of IB30 and 
1940. ■ . . ■ 

Hjese figures have been compiled 
through volunUry information 
offered by the studenU themselves, 
or in answer to requests to gradu- 
ates sent by the Graduates' Society.' 
Since students have In many cases 
enlisted in ' the summer months 
without notifying the University, 
the statements Issued by the au- 
thorities are not complete, al- 
tiiough they have submitted figures 
which, to the best of 'their knowl- 
edge, are approximately correct 

The number of students who have 
left collège during the 1941-42 ses- 
sion, and the graduates and under- 
graduates who plan to do so after 
the completion of the year has not 
yet been determined, but is report- 
ed to be considerable. The Gradu- 
ates' Society has records of 30 gra- 
duates who have already lost their 
lives In the war.

Dr. C.-E. Fryer,. who was a 
professor of history at McGill 
for twenty years before his re- 
tirement, has been named by 
the board of governors of the 
University as Professor Emeritus 
of history at McGill. The gov 
emora stated that they wished 
to recognize Dr. Fryer's "long 
and eminent service to the Uni- 
versity." 

Dr. Fryer, who lives in Cali- 
fornia at the present. Joined the 
sUff of McGill in 1906 as a lec- 
turer in history. He was ap. 
pointed to positions successive- 
ly higher until he was made 
professor of history in 1921. In 
1933 he was made chairman of 
the department. Dr. Fryer was 
graduated from the University 
of California in ISBO. He also 
studied at Harvard University, 
and later taught there.

the whole history of the human' race," sUtcd Principal . James in his 
address at the Baccalaureate Service on Sunday. "It is the INDIVIDUAL 
that counts," he continued. "Every problem that has arisen since man 
first walked upon this earth has been solved by an individual, and you 
are not less able than your predecessors." 

In addition to- a 'large number ot^ _ 

the graduating students, the M.R. 
T.B. detachment newly-returned 
from army camp, formed part of 
«he..; oapacity. audienceUat. Moyje 
Hali.^*A -porliMjo0he Unit's ba 
provided the musiè'^fôr ' the hymns. 
The service was conducted by the 
Reverend W. Aldworth Ferguson, 
M.A., DJJ., the Principal of the 
Montreal , Diocesan College. 
. Dr. James, in the first part of 
his address,: brought forwards the 
point that;a nation, no matter how 
strong it appears to be, cannot rest 
on its laurels, thinidng compla- 
cently only of its glorious past' and 
not endeavouring "to keep abreast 
of the march of human progress.". 

"At the very moment when it 
seemed rich and invincible beyond 
the dreams of man, Assyria faced 
the greatest challenge in its his- 
tory. 'MHiile' the Assyrians looked 
complacently backward to a pleas- 
ant past, the people of less favored 
nations turned their eyes upon the 
horizon of the future and painfully 
moved forward by slow steps that 
would bring them nearer to their 
goat Assyria was found, wanting, 
because it had failed to keep abreast 
of the march ' of human progress, 
and, if I interpret the record aright 
the great ones of the nation failed 
to realize that fact The Chaldeans 
and the sootlisayers, the men upon 
whose advice the king leaned, could 
not read the writing upon the wall, 
"nor make known to the king the 
interpretation thereof." None of the 
standards which they had found 
so useful in the past could help 
them to meet this latest emergency, 
but the challenge was fully appre- 
ciated by, an unimportant young 
man from one of the least Import- 
ant of the occupied countries, who 
had been brought to Babylon as a 
slave." 

Such a nation has need , of far- 
sighted and progressive people. It 
is the task of the younger element 
to play^auch à part. 

"The cHallcnge that faces us is 
clear. We know that, in order ta 
preserve the finest things of that 
western civilization that is our in- 
heritance, we must defeat decisive- 
ly the forces that 



^e, .arrayed 
against us. And when that task' is 

finished, we shall not be able to 
rest upon our oars, because it be- 
comes increasingly apparent that 
war Itself must be eliminated if our 
civilization is to be preserved." 

"I cannot, as I look toward the 
years that lie ahead of its, suggest 
that your paths will lie in pleassnt 
places. You will not, if you arc 
wise, be able to capture that easy 
optimism which characterized 
Anglo-Saxon thought at the end of 
the nineteenth century, ^hen your 
grandfathers were graduating from 
college. There will' be too many 
problems confronting you for you 
to think that everything happens

The Quebec Youth Hostels As- 
sociation has announced that a 
series of sponsored tours, Including 
two French language tours, has 
been arranged, to set out at almost 
regular intervals of two weeks dur- 
ing the summer months. 

The Youth Hostels Movement has 
been wide-spread in Eiu'ope for 
over thirty years, and the Canadian 
Branch was founded, in 1038 by a 
group of McGill stiidcnts and gradu 
ales. The main object of the hos- 
tels is to provide a means by which 
students and other ybung'i^people 
may travel and see the counfa^-slde 
Inexpensively. ' 

There are now about twenty-flvc 
hostels in the province of Quebec, 
distributed over five different hos 
telling trails. Hostels In this prov 
Inco are generally farm, houses 
adapted to that purpose, and ap- 
proved by the Association. 

The one essential rule of hostel- 
ling is "get there under your own 
steam." that is, by biking, hiking, 
canoeing,^ and in winter, by skiing, 
The approximate cost of travelling 
"the hostel way" is about a dollar 
a day. This include food and thirty 
cenU for an overnight stay at the 
hostel. 

This year a three-week biking 
trip to the Ga^pe region will be led 
by M. Anex and Miss. Emery, who 
led the French trip through the 
Eastern .Townships last year. This 
trip is' for experienced cyclists and 
only ten applications can be ac- 
cepted. The date of the trip is from 
July nth to August 1st 

The second of the sponsored tours 
will go^by^^in from Montreal to 
North"' Bay ^ where they will stay 
overnight at the North Bay hostel. 
They will visit Callander before 
taking the train to Calgary, where 
they will arrive on August 20th. 
They wiU vlsit.Lake Louise on foot 
or on horseback and will return to 
Montreal by train with' a stopover 
in Toronto. They will arrive home 
Septerhbcr 7lh. 

Between August 15lh and 20th a 
trip ,will be led through the Mus- 
koka Lake region. The hostellers 
will start off with four *days' cycling 
on the north shore of the Ottawa 
river and will take the train to the 
North Bay hostel. They will also 
visit the Quints, then cycle for six

Milk Bar and 
New Flooring 
Being Installed 



The Union Grill Room is now be 
ing redecorated and renovated in 
accordance with plans- laid down 
by the Union House Committee of 
1941-42 and the Students' Execu- 
tive Council. A great deal of the 
work will be done by the McGill 
workshops; other tasks will be done 
by firnu specialising in the sort 
of construction work necessary. 

One feature of the re-designed 
Grill Room will be the institution 
of a milk bar. This work is being 
done by the workshops which are 
taking out two panels from the 
office of the chef and putting in 
glass counters and show-cases. The 
chefs office proper will be used 
for serving pies, cakes, sandwiches, 
soft drinks, and milk shakes. 

The House Committee has alto 
undertaken to put down a new 
floor. This project although defi- 
nitely decided upon, has been , held 
up by the other construction work 
and by difficulties presented by the 
thin hardwood floor at present in 
the room. It is, planned to have a 
modern tile flooring, which may nie- 
ccssitate the complete removal of 
the present flooring and substitu- 
tion of a cement ba^e. The reason 
for this radical step is that in past 
years the Union has expended up to 
$200 per year In keeping the pres- 
ent floor in repsir. The projected 
tile flooring will require very lit- 
tle yearly expenditure, and for this 
reason the Union House Committee 
believes that in the long run the 
change will save' money. 

Further changes will be shading 
of the windows and a general ton^ 
Ing-down of the lighting in the 
room; redispositioh of the tabler 
and chairs to make: dancing easier 
and more pleasant; and elaboration 
of the decorative motif. .

Prior to the conferring of de- 
grees on the honored guests and on 
the graduates, .the procession eC 
graduating students and professors .

0.45 a.m. Weather permitting, the 
convocation will be held as usual on 
the campus.

Mr. Moffat was appointed by 
President Roosevelt as Minister to .. 
Canada in May, 1940. He had bceai\^ 
previously chief of the European 
division in the State Department 

After graduation from Harvard ' 
University he became private ~see«' ' 
retary in 1917 to the United SUtts 
Minister at the Hague and assist* 
ant in the legation. He was assign* 
ed to Warsaw two years later, and 
then served in Tokio and Constan- 
tinople. He played a prominent part 
in the preparatory work for the 
World Disarmament Conference in 
Geneva, and was secretary of th 
United States delegation to a ci 
ference in Geneva in 1820 whli 
elaborated , upon an intematlon 
agreement for humane treatment 
prisoners of war. 

In . 1932, he was appointed dili 
of the division of Western Eurbpcsia 
Affairs. Before being named chiief 
of the European division, he served 
ss consul-general at Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, sun only in his 45th year, 
Mr. Moffat has a record of steady 
advancement in the field of service 
which he has selected. 

Mr. Power, whose work in con- 
nection with the administration of. 
the Commonwealth Air Tralnlnf 
plans has contributed greatly to the 
Allied Cause, was bom at Sillery, 
Quebec. He attended Loyola Col- 
lege anid Laval University, and was 
called to the bar In 1910. During 
World War 1 he won the Military 
Cro£s for distinguished service. He 
has been a member of the^ House of 
Commons since 1817, and became 
Minister of Pensions and National

Convocation 

If this year's convocation is linked with 
the somewhat overworked question of. war, 
the reason may be attributed to the ever in- 
creasing resliiation by university students 
that they are inextricably connected not 
only with the prosecution of this war, but 
with the successful readjustment of the 
World following this retrogressive step in 
; mankind's progress. 

. Tomorrow students will be told that 
they are the "leaders of tomorrow" and 
that people look upon them as such; that 
they must make great sacrifices for the 
war; that they are the third class to gradu- 
ate under war conditions; that this year 
more than ever before they will face try- 
ing conditions which it is hoped, they will 
meet with courage and confidence. 

But convocation has an even greater 
significance: it symbolizes the e.\istence of 
. ah institution conceived with the idea of 
"advancement of learning"; an institution 
which has fostered the highest ideals since 
it* founding many years ago: more to the 
point, existing when most institutions.^ of 
its kind, in Axis and Axis dorninai«d 
countries, are tottering or have fallen. To 
graduating students it signifies tha end of 
a transient phase of their lives— a phase in 
which they acquired not only "book 
. lamin' " but the ability to think indivi. 
dually and to assume their proper place in 
a restless and uncertain society'. 

Neverlhclcîs, this year's convocation is 
different— more students than ever will 
receive their degress in absentia. A greater 
'"Mumber will leave shortly after convoca- 
jMDn to take their place either with their 
™;»'llow students in the armed forces, or in 
'ittar research which is as essential as any 
military aspect of the war. 
C; It must be remembered, however, that 
while students role actively in this war is a 
very important one, an equally important 
and none the less essential duty of gradu- 
ating students is to equip themselves for 
Î confronting, and at the same time study- 
ing carefully, post-war problems. 

In their eagerness to help in all ways 
possible, they must not lose sight of the 
fact that, while winning the war is im- 
perative we must at the same time preserve 
oiir culture, and assure ourselves of a suffi- 
^^ênt number of educators, so that MçGill 
^Uifrerasin "The Royal Institutibn For 
'"The Advancement of Learning."

^Slimmer School 

An important step in the right direc- 
.ti6n has been made by the Senate in in- 
c stituting the Summer Courses. Similar 
MfiUgS, have been taken by most British and 
pAinericân universities, which realised the 
l'assistance this speed-up- would give to 
V many o5 thfcir students. 
|V It is certainly true that most of the 
^J^ndergraduates are earnestly desirous of 
'^^ojning up, ând arc detained only by the 
^aiization that the completion of their 
Icoursis will do themselves and their coun- 
^^^bre good. Consequently, any step 
MPniyèrsity may make to enàble these 
^tudents to acceléfàte their studies will be

V On the other hand, it rauit be remem- 
\ bèred that many of the students at McQill 
..must work during the summer vacation in 
i/brdçr to continue their university career. 
^iTol^thém the fad that the accélération is 
l'bBlqjjal Js.a.gréAt boon, and ireat credit 



is due to the Senate both for their fore- 
sli[ht in considering this fact and for their 
industry in organising the two curricula. 

The case of students in medicine has 
been treated differently. Very few of 
these students rely on' summer work to 
keep them in c6llege; further, their serv- 
ices arc urgently needed both in war and 
civilian life. For these reasons tho ac- 
celerated course in Medicine is conapul- 
sory. 

Credit must also go to the faculty mem- 
bers, môst of whom are already . over-, 
worked and deeply engaged in war re- 
search. That these men should undertake 
to deli\'er a new, set of lèctures in place of 
a well-deserved rest Is a tribute both to the 

professorial staff and to the University. 


Guests 

In recognizing the achievements of the 
four distinguished leaders who will tomor- 
row be granted honorary degrees, McGill 
is paying tribute to men of outstanding 
accomplishment in their jespective fields. 
The recipients— Hon. J. P. Moffat, United 
States Minister to Canada; Hon. C. G. 
Power, Minister of Nationar Défense for 
Air; Dr. A. H. Gordon, internationally 
known Montreal physician; and William 
Birks, prominent in finance, education, 
community activities and international 
affairs—all have shining records of interest 
and devotion to international/ national and 
community ser^'ice as well as brilliant 
achievements in their professions. 

Hon. J. Pierrepont Moffat, who will de- 
lix'er the Convocation address, has been 
American Minister to Canada sincç,June, 
1940. His experience and ability have 
been an important factor in the develop- 
ment of closer relations between the two 
countries during this difficult period. A 
graduate of Harvard, he has been at- 
tached to legation posts in the Netheriands, 
Warsaw, Tokyo, Constantinople and 
Berne, Switzeriand. He has been chief of 
the division of western European affairs 
in the U.S. Department of State and later 
consul general in Sydney, Australia, before 
being appointed to his present position. 
Last ^year his accomplishments were 
honbrM ^by the presentation of honorary 
degrees from the University of, Toronto, 
Tufts College, and Queen's University. 

Mr. Power has been responsible for the 
successful execution of the British Com- 
monwealth Air Training Plan, as well as 
being director of the Royal Canadian Air' 
Force. ■ His success in these vitally im- 
portant posts has won him the gratitude of 
every:Canadian. The Quebec cabinet min- 
isterl' wKo is a graduate of Loyola and 
Laval, and a Great War veteran, has been 
elected to Pariiament continually since 
1917, and has 8er\'ed as Minister of Pen- 
sions and National Health and as Post- 
master General. . , 

Dr. Gordon is one of McGill's most out- 
standing alumni. From 1902 until 1939 
he served in various teaching posts in the 
faculty of Medicine, Including that of Pro- 
fessor; he has served on the staff of the 
Montreal General and other city hospitals; 
and Is the author of many . scientific 
pipers. The Royal College of Physicians 
and many other Canadian and American 
medical bodies have honored him with 
membership. ' ' ' 

Mr. Birks, a governor of McGill since 
1910,' is prominent in the field of education 
in Montreal, a well known merchant, man- 
ufacturer and philanthropic, and a di- 
rector of many business enterprises. He 
has been connected with Montreal; Cana- 
dian and International Trade Associations, 
and, active in International Affairs Insti- 
tutesi' being a Canadian delegate to a num- 
ber of Pacific Relations Conferences. 

Wc at McGill are proud to add to the 
long list of honors already bestowed on 
these widely-recognited men. 



Unselfish Gesture 

For quite some time the Chancellor of 
the University, Sir Edward Beatty, has 
been in ill health. As a result of this ill- 
ness, Sir Edward found the pressuré of his 
many duties too great. To alleviate the 
burden, he was forced to resign the presi- 
dency of the Canadian Pacific Railways. 

Though the position of Chancellor is 
an arduous one. Sir Edward, to the great 
satisfaction of all connected with McGill, 
is continuing in that capacity, in which he 
has so capably served for the past two dec- 
ades. His graciousness in retaining this 
post has been gratifying to the University; 
his fondness for McGill requires that he 
should continue to play an active part in 
its government. 

In spite of his illness, the Chancellor 
attended Convocation last" year* though 
unable to leavfc his car. It is hoped that 
he will bè able to Attend the ceremonies 
tbnjorrow. 



Students in Fbrces 

Since the declaration, of war in Sep* 
tember, 1939, from ,400 ..to.. 500 under- 



graduates of ÎMcGill have enlisted in the 
active or reser\*c arméd forces. In addi- 
tion to" this number, the Graduates' So- 
ciety has reported that over 1,200 gradu- 
ates and former students of classes pre- 
vious to the class of 1939 are at present in 
war servicë. ' 

The total number of undergraduates 
who have enlisted is unknown because the 
facts relating to their enlistment are not 
always available to University authorities. 
The figures submitted by the various fac- 
ulties do not constitute a complete roll of 
their members who are now in the armed 
forces, but they have made reports which 
are as complete as possible. 

Undergraduates from ^thc Faculty of 
Arts and Science who have enlisted since 
the outbreak of war total 170. Sixty-eight 
graduates of the v past three years in the 
Faculty of Engineering are known to have 
enlisted. The Faculty of Law has re- 
ported that 9 graduates and 16 under- 
graduates are at present enrolled in vari- 
ous branches of the services, From the 
Faculty of Dentistry 3 members of the 
class of 1942 enlisted in the R.C.A.F., and 
14 members of the two previous classes 
joined tho Canadian Dental Corps after 
graduation. The number of post-graduate 
students known to have entered the armed 
forces totals 32. In spite of the fact that 
enlistment of medical students has been 
discouraged by, the University, 4 under- 
graduates have enlisted, in addition to ap- 
proximately 60 graduates of the classea of 
1939 and 1940. 

These facts and figures are indicative 
of the opinion of a large number of uni- 
versity students, who believe that they can 
best contribute to the country's war effort 
by enlisting In the armed forces. "The 
Graduates' Society has, reported that 30 
graduates, past students, or others con- 
nected with McGill have already lost their 
lives in the prcsènt war. In addition to 
the number of graduates and undergradu- 
ates mentioned above, a number, nob yet 
determined, of members of the Class of 
1942, and other undergraduates, have 
already enlisted, or are planning to enlist 
in the near future. 




Generous Gifts 

Through the generous gifts of Mr. J. 
W. McConnell, financier, publisher, and a 
Governor of the University, McGill has 
been able to augment considerably its 
building facilities at a time when the in- 
creasing activities resulting from -the war 
effort require more and more of our exist- 
ing space. Included in this donation are 
a magnificent house located at 1020 Pine 
Avenue which is to be known as "The 
Arthur Purvis Memorial Hall," and the 
property at 1200 Pine avenue. 

, Formerly the residence of the late 
Right Honorable Arthur Pur\'is, past 
President of Canadian Industries Limited 
and chairman of the British Supply Coun- 
cil in North America, this home will bé 
used to house the fast developing School of 
Commerce. This donation has not only 
provided the much needed accommodation 
for the School of- Commerce, which. has tra- 
ditionally been located in the West ■♦ring 
of the .Arts Building,' but it establishes a 
memorial to the late Mr. Purvis, .who has 
for a long time been very much interested 
in the activities of the University. . 

' The new School of Commerce Build- 
ing will bring wjth it many of the ideals 
which Commerce have long been aeekinf. 
The spacious rooms on the ground floor 
of Purvis Hall will be used as reading 
rooms for Commerce students. A spécial 
Commerce library can be made available. 
Such a building will provide accommoda- 
tion for Commerce students to get together 
more often in order to discuss current 
business problems. These informal dis- 
cussions will create a new spirit which has 
long been lacking among studenta in Com- 
merce. 

The other properly presented by Mr. 
McConnoU was formeriy the residence of 
Dr. Lewis Douglas while he was at McGill 
University. Such a building may be used 
as Prineipal's residence.

their problems squarely. They 
looked facts in the face, .unpleas- 
ant though they might be, and at* 
tempttd to Appraise them accu- 
rately so that they might find out 
what could UMlully be done. It 
you will examine the records of

They were interested in the 
men and wonten who surrounded 
them, and knew the travail ot their 
neighbours. 

"These three qualities. of wisdom. 
Justice and mercy are not new. 
Thousands of yeara^;,haye pasted 
since the prophet first pointed out 
that "the love of Cfod U the begin- 
ning of wisdom," and every great 
religious teacher has repeated the 
message. But it is equally apparent 
that these qualities are not unat 
talnable. Men. and women with 
leucr advantages than those; which 
you pos»e» have been wise,' Just 
and merciful. They, -loo,- have faced 
problems, and aolved them richly. 
Thay, too, have been weighed In 
tht balances, but were not found 
wanting. 

"I cannot wish that you should 
go Ihrough life without confronting 
problems, and I know that, for 
aemt ot you, these problems must 
intvlUbly bt serious. Bût I pray 
that God may grant each one ot 
you the grace to solve these prob- 
lems wisely, and with Justice, so 
that you may not be found wanUng 
in the sight of God and ot your 
conseitncc.

Up Courses For Degree's 

It has been announced that 
. there will bjs no accelerated 
courses given in the Faculty of 
Engineering. This does not ap- 
ply to students In certain re- 
stricted branches of Engineer- 
ing, who can carry on their 
studies in courses offered in the 
Arts arid Science summer 
course. 

The reason given for the de- 
cision not to accelerate courses 
is given as the dependence of 
the preponderance of students 
upon summer work to keep 
them, in college. Since it would 
be Impossible to carry on both 
accelerated and normal curri- 
cula the present rate ot progress 
is being continued. It was fur- 
ther stated that most engineers 
study in the summer as a mat- 
ter of course in preparing their 
essays, and that a full academic 
schedule in addition would be 
unduly strenuous.

The reason for this speed-up in 
the Medical Faculty Is that the Do> 
minion Government has issued : 
strong appeal for inore doctors, ac 
cording to Dr. J. C. Meaklns, Dean 
of the Médical Faculty. 

Because of a lack of competent 
teachers it Is believed possible that 
so critical a situation, may arise 
as to necessitatejjlhe closing of one 
or^ora'.of.^O'Medtcai- in 
this country. This state of affairs 
is due to the fact that many mem 
bers of the Medical profession are 
enlisting in the armed forces and 
ah increasingly greater burden is 
therefor being laid upon the re 
maining doctors.

Dr. Fred J. Tec$ 
Selected as Guest 
By Sportsmen's Assoc. 



Dr. Fred J; T*es. a prominent 
graduate of McGill and well-known 
In Montreal aporls circles, will be 
the guest of honour of the Afontrcal 
Sporttmen's Association at their 
annual golf tournament at the 
Country Club of Montreal, St Lam- 
bert, on St Jean Baptliio Day, June 
24. The" unanimous selection of Dr. 
Tees was made at a recent mccling. 

On June 24 Dr. Tees will, receive 
all the customary honors, as well 
u the British Consuls Shield and > 
repllea of this shield. It is expect- 
ed that a record number of sporu- 
men will attend to participate in 
the tournament and to . assist iu 
honoring Dr. Tees. 

For many years Dr. Tecs has 
been associated with the athletic 
■dntlni^tration at the . University. 
Hë Is a graduate of Montreal High 
School and of McGill, graduating 
with first class honors in the class 
ot Arts '01, and received his M.D. 
four years later. 

Prior to the First World War. he 
- was Médical Superintendent of the 
Gerièral Hospital. During the war 
he went overseas with the Ninth 
Ambulance Corps, in. charge ot sur- 
gery in the special Canadian Hos- 
pital at Buxton. Since his return 
In 1018, he has been carrying on his 
own practice hercj^, 

During his academic days, Dr. 
Ttes was a member of the first Mc 
Gill track team with the late Percy 
Molson and John D. Morrow In 
1B09. He was secretary of. the Mc 
Gill track mtet, and was mainly re- 
sponsible (or bringing, the first Ox 
fdrS^Cambridge team to Canada, af- 
ter touring which Ihcy met the Har- 
vard and Yale athletes in a great 
track meet For the last 40 years, 
in fact, Dr. Tees has held a retpon- 
aiblc position with the McGUl Uni- 
versity Athletic, Association. ^ 

Dr. Tecs, Inbldcniiilly, was the 
man chiefly responsible for bring- 
ing the warring factions in athletics 
together at Ottawa in 1011 when 
the Amateur Athletic Union of 
Canada was formed. He was offer- 
ed the first presidency, which he 
declined, after which he nominated 
the first President of the new gov- 
erning body, J. G. Merrick, of Tor 
onto. In 1915, Dr. Tecs was named 
to the presidents' eJuUv^ an honor 
which he held for^ttveral years, 
Dr. A. S. Lamb became ' secretary 
in 1922. 

Hé was honorary' medical adviser 
for many years for the old Victoria 
Hockey Club and has handled sur- 
gery cases for many of Montreal's 
greatest athletes. He is consulting 
surgeon for the Canadien .Hockey 
Club, and at the present time both

For the tenth time F. M. Van 
Wagner of* the .Physical Education 

Department of ^McGill University 
has taken over the Presidency of 
the Province of Quebec Board of 
Approved Basketball Officials. 

With a certain amount of ill- 
feeling* still prevailing following 
the recent differences in the Can- 
adian Senior cage final between 
Montreal Oilers and Victoria Dom- 
inoes, Van talked over the referee- 
ing situation as follows: 

*'Until the day when sponsors of 
the Dominion finals can bring In 
neutral referees for this senior se- 
ries, I can't see how they will avoid 
differences," Van pointed out. 

I do not figure there is anything 
wrong with top officials that are 
used In any of the large centres," 
he went on. "I regard the Dominion 
senior men's final as an inter- 
sectional affair and wherever one 
of these games crop up, look outl" 
"Though a Canadian invented 
basketball, the game is at Its best 
in the United States," Van pointed 
out. "Don't think basketball in the 
U.S. on a nation-wide scale didn't 
experience sny growing pains be- 
fore what is regarded as a uniform 
Interpretation ot rules was reached. 
Until those Intcr-scctlonal basket- 
ball games were inaugurated- at 
Madison Square Garden in New 
York, inter-sectional refereeing 
was a sévère problem. 

Untfomt Rules 
"They tossed the big-name col- 
lege teams against one another in 
New York and only level-headed 
supervision kept that great annpal 
basketball fiesta alive. When they 
first started to play, it was almost 
mayhem. No two referees from dif- 
ferent sections of the country blew 
the same game. Teams were in con 
fusion, But they weathered the 
storm, and out of those' pioneer 
InterrsectionidigBines .came, a uni' 
form set of*rulés^that were .inter' 
prctcd so consistently teams could 
travel anywhere and not run up 
against confusion in penalty calls." 

Having coached McGill -cagers for 
years and having taken them on 
many trips through the Eutern 
States, Van speaks from consider- 
able experience. In late years, the 
improvement in interpreUtion' is 
immense. 

"Why, I can remember several 
years ago, going to VermoiSt with 
my McGill team and haviniE an en- 
tirely different interpretation than 
we had been playing under in Can 
ada," he recalled. "Then, when wo 
moved over to New York, you'd 
have thought, we were playing an 
entirely different game again. 

"Things have improved greatly 
since then,- but even so, we were 
liable to run into referees, rated 
highly at home, whom we wouldn't 
have liked to see handle our Cans-

Solid Boards Solution 

"Districts where basketball is 
played, should establish basketball 
referees' boards where only tested 
men 'are eligible to officiate," Van 
claims; "In this way, there'd bo 
an assured quality in officials, and 
when inter-sectional games such as 
the elimination rounds in the Cans 
dlan play-offs, referees unfamiliar 
with either team in the series could 
be called in and the clubs would 
get entirely neutral officiating. 

"I .would venture to say the best 
basketball referees in such centres 
as Montreal. Toronto, Kingston and 
Ottawa, just to name a few, would 
compare favorably with the best in 
the country when they are at their 
best These men will blow as cap- 
ably as any. Yet,' under the present 
restricted financial s6t-up, referees 
from the same city as the home 
team are called In to officiate. No 
matter how good a referee is, the 
visiting team generally eyes him 
with a cold stare and regards him 
as a high-class chiseller and a thief. 
It's not fair to the referee to put him 
on such a spot, but he must stand 
there year after year. • 

• "Before the Inter-colleglate 
League ceased to operatè for the 
duration of the war, McGill used 
to go . to Kingston to play li^ueen's," 
Van 'said. "We accepted a former' 
Queen's man as the referee, because 
we had faith in him and knew his 
work. This was an isolated case, 
though, and would not work out 
In general practice." 

So, unUl Canadian basketball is 
able to operate on a ipore sumptu- 
ous scale, the best thing, in Van's 
view, is to raise the standard of 
referees to such an extent that 
teams will have faith in, the offi- 
cial's rulings. 

■ If finances will not provide out- 
side officials, then let's have bètter 
referee boards and hoist the toôting 
beyond the complaint class, was 
Van's closing shot.

carried out by British scientists with 
various systems of water culture. 
One method is to suspend the plants 
In a wire tray over a tank contain- 
ing the nutrient solution, into which 
the roots drop. In other systems 
which have yielded good results 
plants are grown \a sand, gravel or 
dean cinders to which the nutrient 
solution is applied. 

The simplest method of all is the 
"hand-watering" system which re- 
quires no special equipment. All 
that is needed is a barrel for the 
nutrient solution, administered by 
an ordinary water-can in measured 
doses to plants grown in pure- 
washed sand in pots or well-drain- 
ed beds. Numerous experiments 
both outdoors and under glass have 
l>ccn made with this method, and 
with tJjc right technique no diffi- 
culty has been found in getting from 
8 to 10 pounds of tomatoes per plant 
Equally satisfactory yields of car- 
rotj!, turnips, potatoes, lettuce and 
other crops have been obtained. 

U Is not simple enough to supply 
the right amount of plant food, and 
any intelligent gardener can pre- 
pare nutrient solutions either from 
pure chemicals or from fertilizers 
and high-Krade commercial salts, 
provided ho keep.t exactly to the 
quantities specified for each mix- 
ture. . Ïl-.

NEW U.K. METHOD 
TELLS CHICKS' SEX 

Self-Sexing Breeds Evolved 
Which Are Held 100 Per 
Cent. Accurate 



New breeds of fowls which pro 
claim their sex at hatching by the 
color of their plumagt are, as they 
become generally adopted,VMving 
many tons of Britain's precious' ani- 
mal feeding stuffs. For this is the 
only 100 per cent, accurate method 
by which cockerels of a pure breed 
can be detected and killed off at 
hatching, leaving the available feed- 
ing stuffs for the more valuable 
egg-producing pullets. 

"Sex-linking" of different breeds, 
to give cockerel chicks the color 
of the hen and pullet chicks that 
of the cock, has been practised for 
many years, but the disadvantage 
is that pure breeds have always 
to bo used, for rc-crossing destroys 
the color difference. Another 
method of determining the sex of 
the newly hatched chick is the old 
method of cxaming the papilla on 
the vent, but even in the most skil- 
ful hands, which may prove rather 
costly, only 95 per cent accuracy 
Is obtained; moreover, the fragile 
chick is apt to suffer, damage 
through clumsy handling. 

But the new self-scxing breeds 
evolved at the Cambridge School 
of Agriculture as the result of 
studying the barring on the feathers 
of poultry, now fix the color dif- 
ferences permanently, and any 
backyard can go on breeding inde- 
finitely with them, telling at a 
glance which of his chicks are pul- 
lets and which cockerels. 

Breeds so far evolved are the 
Cambar (from the Campinc and 
Barred Rock), Dorbar (Dorkng- 
barred), Brussbar (Brown Sussex 
barred) and Buffbar. These breeds 
are already developed to a commer- 
cial egg-laying standard and It now 
remains for British breeders to de- 
vote to them the elective breed- 
ing skiJI they have used with sueb 
success on other popular varieties 
like Rhode Island Reds, White and 
Black Leghorns, White Wyandottes 
and so on. 

One of the latest development's of 
the science of genetics, sex-linked 
heredity was orfginally observed In 
such human defects as colour blind 
ness and haemophilia (or "bleed 
Ing"), in which, although only males 
were affected, many of the females 
of a family were able to transmit 
the defect to their aons but not to 
their daughters.

POWDER EMPLOYED 
TO BRAKE^PLAHES 

Metal Alloy Enables Parts io 
Stand Up Under 900 De- 
grees F. Temperature 



Brakes of bombing and lighting 
aircraft, which have to be tougher 
than any others, are being made in 
Britain from metal powders. 

This process, a comparatively re- 
ent development in metallurgy 
originally discovered by an English- 
man, enables the bronze friction 
plates for the disc-like brakes, with 
which many planes are now provid- 
ed, to stand up to the tremendous 
friction Involved In bringing to a 
standstill a mass of some 40,000 lbs. 
travelling at a velocity of 100 miles 
an hour, when in a moment or so 
the brake assembly may well reach 
a temperature of about 900 dec. 
Fahr. 

Motorists knok how easy It is to 
bum their brake linings under con- 
ditions much less strenuous than 
these; while on other forms of sur- 
face transport, such as trains, there 
are many wheels to each of which 
brakes can be applied simultaneous- 
ly. But the aeroplane, as at present 
designed, has only two wheels to 
which brake assemblies can be at- 
tached. In the case of a bomber, the 
brakes on each wheel have to kill 
about 6,000.000 foot-pounds of 
encrcy in a few seconds. 

Odd though It may seem that 
meUl powders can provide mater- 
ials callable of standing up to such 
conditions, they do so. The bronze 
is produced by mixing proportions 
of the component metals in fine 
powder form, which are then press- 
cd in powerful hydraulic presses 
Into the desired shape and size. The 
slabs thus produced are now passed 
into furnaces where the heat is so 
controlled that the mass is sintered, 
that is, the low melting point com- 
ponent melts and alloys with the 
high melting point component. 

The heat treatment is such that 
as perfect an alloy is formed as If 
the part had been produced from 
cast metal; moreover, tho use of 
powders gives infinitely greater 
control over the properties of the 
resulting metal part and allows it 
to be bonded direct on to steel back- 
ing. This reinforces the strength of 
the part and the whole assemoly is 
capable of standing up to the tre- 
mendous strains Involved In bring- 
ing a heavy aeroplane quickly and 
safely to rest.
